Tom Righthouse, research chief in the

F arm ers are receivemg the brunt of the 
bitter cold and snow cover and are facing 
difficulties in brmging w ater and feed to

"We re trucking in hay from Iowa," said

the quality is not the best in the world. 
We've had a lot of water lines freeze and 
this causes us extra work and extra 
problems to get w ater to livestock.”

An d while the n ames of these organ ization s su ggest 
that their primary con cern is for the welfare of the in ­ 
su ran ce in du stry , the fact that fewer produ cts liability 
cases wou ld mean less n eed for their serv ices len ds 
weight to their proposals. 
For ex ample, the lawy ers u rge a sy stem of “com­ 
parativ e respon sibility ” which wou ld take in to accou n t 
the respon sibility of the plain tiff as well as the defen dan t. 
Damages wou ld be dimin ished in proportion to the 
respon sibility of the person su in g for them. 
A complete defen se wou ld be allowed in the ev en t that 
an in ju ry resu lted from the produ ct bein g altered, 
modified, misu sed or abu sed by the plain tiff, or from his 
failu re to main tain or repair the produ ct. 
The paper also recommen ds that man u factu rers an d 
sellers be reliev ed of the bu rden of the du ty to warn 
again st produ ct hazards which are paten t or open an d 
obv iou s to an y n ormally in telligen t person . 
Nor shou ld a produ ct be con sidered defectiv e which 
con formed with the in du stry ’s “state of the art” at the 
time of its design or man u factu re.

For it to work ou t 
adv an tageou sly for all, it is n ot 
n ecessary that either party pu t 
aside its self-in terest, bu t on ly 
that each side pu rsu e its self- 
in terest ration ally .

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FEA Files Oo ze Oil Sca nda ls 
by Ja ck Anderso n 
an d Les Whitten 
WASHINGTON - With oil 
prices soarin g in to the wild blu e 
y on der, the preciou s petroleu m 
has replaced gold as the root of 
ev il. Profiteers hav e created 
phon y compan ies an d false tran ­ 
saction s to pu sh u p prices. Costly 
oil has been dilu ted with cheap 
oil, thereby cheatin g the 
pu rchasers. 
Dozen s of oil scan dals are 
bu ried in the files of the Federal 
En ergy Admin istration (FEA). 
The my stery of the airlin e fu el 
allocation s, for ex ample, has 
been hidden for more than two 
y ears. 
In 1974, av iation fu el su pplies 
dropped an d prices sky rocketed. 
The Un ited States froze fu el 
prices, howev er, lower than the 
world lev el. Su dden ly , this 
cheaper UJS. fu el began to disap­ 
pear more rapidly than the 
airlin ers were bu rn in g it 
It tu rn ed ou t that foreign 
airlin es were tan kerin g ex tra 
fu el in the Un ited States to u se on 
other flights. These airlin es 
wan gled an ex tra, estimated $63 
million worth of fu el withou t an y 
ju stification . This worked a 
hardship on America’s own 
airlin es, which were ex pected to 
in crease their flights with less 
fu el.

The my steriou s allocation s 
were brou ght to the atten tion of 
Gorman Smith, then an assistan t 
FEA admin istrator, who or­ 
dered an immediate in v estiga­ 
tion . This lasted abou t fou r 
mon ths an d produ ced a len gthy , 
con fiden tial report. 
The report was bu ried deep in 
an FEA file cabin et, where it has 
been gatherin g du st for two 
y ears. We can n ow disclose its 
fin din gs: 
— The Du tch airlin e, KLM, 
receiv ed eight million gallon s a 
y ear more than shou ld hav e 
been allocated. 
— Bahamasair, a Bahamas 
lin e, ex ceeded its fu el requ ire­ 
men ts by a fu ll 400 per cen t. 
— Three foreign airlin es - 
Japan Airlin es, Lu fthan sa an d 
Swissair ~ receiv ed abou t 15,- 
630,000 gallon s of ex cess fu el for 
Mflight train in g.” 
— Korean Air Lin es had its 
allocation adju sted, withou t 
proper au thorization , from 12,- 
866,844 gallon s to 41,36 2,6 58 
gallon s. 
All this ex tra fu el was allo­ 
cated, the in v estigators fou n d, 
withou t an y docu men tation to 
ju stify it. In 6 0 of the 80 cases ex ­ 
amin ed by the in v estigators, 
there was n o ev iden ce that 


“compu tation of an y sort" or 
“qu estion s of an y sort” had been 
raised. 
The in v estigators had trou ble 
determin in g the reason s for the 
ov erallocation s. Bu t the fin din gs 
in dicated that FEA officials had 
receiv ed gifts an d fav ors in 
retu rn for fu el. 
The in v estigators traced some 
of the ov erallocation s to William 
Zale, who was in charge of the 
foreign carrier desk. Ou r sou rces 
say that the in v estigators qu es­ 
tion ed him closely . 
They alleged, to take on e ex ­ 
ample, that he adju sted the fu el 
for the Virgin Islan ds Flight 
School from 319,000 to 504,000 
gallon s on Oct. 1, 1974. Six 
mon ths earlier, the total alloca­ 
tion ju mped from 29 287 gallon s. 
This sleight of han d, worth 
thou san ds of dollars to the 
school, was ex ecu ted n ot lon g 
after Zale retu rn ed from a v aca­ 
tion in the Virgin Islan ds. He told 
in v estigators that he paid cash 
for the trip. 
When we con tacted Zale for 
his commen ts, he told u s he had 
n ev er heard of the in v estigation . 
UI hav en 't heard an y thin g like 
y ou ’re say in g," he in sisted. Zale’s 
su perior, George Hall, also 
den ied an y kn owledge of the in ­ 
v estigation . “It doesn ’t rin g a bell 
with me,” he told u s 
Simo n's La st Ga mble: A 
memo prepared on ly for the ey es 
of ex -Treasu ry Secretary 
William Simon con clu des that 
the Treasu ry Departmen t has 
don e a poor job of en forcin g the 
gamblin g laws 
We aren ’t su rprised. 
Last October, we reported that 
the Treasu ry had failed to col­ 
lect hu n dreds of million s in gam­ 
blin g tax es. Tftis is mon ey , of

We are glad to n ote that the 
F e d e ra l 
A v iation 
Admin istration has shorten ed 
the deadlin es imposed on U.S. 
airlin es 
for 
makin g 
modification s in the floors of 
their ju mbo jets. The dan ger 
created by the origin al design of 
these airplan es has been ev iden t 
for some time, an d we hav e 
n ev er u n derstood why the FAA 
an n ou n ced a y ear's ex ten sion of 
the origin al deadlin es earlier 
this fall. 
Now. howev er. Admin istrator 
John L. Me Lu cas, after some 
proddin g from the Nation al 
Tran sportation Safety Board, 
has rein stated the Dec. 31,19 77, 
deadlin e for chan ges in the DC- 
10s while giv in g the airlin es a 
few mon ths more than that to 
modify the other two models in 
qu estion — the 747s an d L-lOlls. 
The problem with these air­ 
plan es is in the weakn ess of the 
floors of their passen ger cabin s. 
This was rev ealed by the in ­ 
v estigation in to the carash of a 
DC-10 ou tside Paris two y ears 
ago in which 346 person s died. 
That acciden t occu rred when an 
improperly locked cargo door 
blew off an d the ru sh of air 
towards the door pu lled down 
the floor abov e it. As the floor 
collapsed, the airplan e's con trol 
cables, which ru n throu gh it, 
were sev ered an d the pilots 
cou ld n ot av oid the crash. 
Althou gh the FAA n ow reports 
that the locks on the cargo doors 
of all DC-10s hav e been made 
foolproof 
an d this particu lar 
acciden t cou ld n ot recu r, the 
same situ ation might aris» « . if a 
hole were created in the body of 
a ju mbo jet by a bomb or a 
collision with an other aircraft. 
The solu tion , man dated by the 
FAA. is to stren gthen an d v en l 
the floors so 
that they can 


withstan d 
a 
su dden 
depressu rization . 
In this situ ation , as in an v 
in v olv in g the in heren t safety of 
airplan es, 
the 
n ecessay 
modification s n eed to be made 
as qu ickly as possible. The fact 
on which teh FAA apparen tly 
rested its October order ex ­ 
ten din g the deadlin es — the 
assertion by the airlin es that 
meetin g it wou ld cost them 
abou t $14,500,000 — is simply 
irrelev an t. 
That is why we are pleased 
with Mr. McLu cas’s order which 
say s n o ex ten sion s will be 
permitted of the deadlin e for 
modify in g the DC-lOs, on which 
the problem is believ ed to be 
most seriou s, an d few ex ­ 
ten sion s on modification s of the 
other two models. We u rge the 
FAA to force the modification s 
as speedily as it can , keepin g in 
min d that the on ly v alid reason s 
for delay in makin g chan ges of 
this kin d are the in ability to 
make them or the possibility 
that the chan ge will compromise 
some other aspect of aircraft 
safety .

SUING BUSINESSES IS 
A BOOMING BUSINESS 
There has been a lot of talk lately about the growing 
number of product liability lawsuits — claims against 
businesses or manufacturers for injuries caused by 
allegedly unsafe or defective products — as well as the 
growing size of awards. 
As evidence of both trends, the number of such claims 
in 1975 was 50 per cent higher than in 1971, and the dollar 
volume of claims in 1975 was three and one-half times 
that of 1973. 
Much of the talk has come, not surprisingly, from the 
insurance industry, which has to foot the immediate bill 
for damages when a court or jury finds a manufacturer 
at fault. In the final analysis, of course, it is the general 
public which pays the bill when the higher cost of in­ 
surance premiums is passed along in the form of higher 
prices for consumer products. 
Which may be all right, and the only way it can work. 
The trouble, however, is that the present system is 
inordinately enriching the few, especially lawyers, at the 
expense of the many, charges one insurance industry 
spokesman. 
Not only has American society adopted a “sue com­ 
plex” but shortcomings in our tort system are en­ 
couraging too many frivolous lawsuits says Robert T. 
Clayton, president of the 175,000- member strong 
Independent Insurance Agents of America. 
Thanks to the contingency fee method, whereby a 
lawyer is paid a percentage of the award if and when he 
wins the case for his client, inflated and unreasonable 
claims can be pursued at little or no expense to the 
plaintiff, he says. As a result, many claims are settled 
out of court for amounts in excess of what is justified 
simply to avoid the high cost of legal defense should the 
case go to trial. 
Again, the complaint is from the insurance industry 
side. But when lawyers themselves join the chorus, we 
know something must be wrong. 
Four national associations of defense lawyers recently 
issued a “Products Liability Position Paper” asserting 
that “judicial excess” has created a products liability 
crisis. 
The paper, issued jointly by the Defense Research 
Institute, the International Association of Insurance 
Counsel, the Federation of Insurance Counsel and the 
Association of Insurance Attorneys, says nothing about 
contengency fees but does include proposals for 13 
reforms of tort law and procedure. 
And while the names of these organizations suggest 
that their primary concern is for the welfare of the in­ 
surance industry, the fact that fewer products liability 
cases would mean less need for their services lends 
weight to their proposals. 
For example, the lawyers urge a system of "com­ 
parative responsibility" which would take into account 
the responsibility of the plaintiff as well as the defendant. 
Damages would be diminished in proportion to the 
responsibility of the person suing for them. 
A complete defense would be allowed in the event that 
an injury resulted from the product being altered, 
modified, misused or abused by the plaintiff, or from his 
failure to maintain or repair the product. 
The paper also recommends that manufacturers and 
sellers be relieved of the burden of the duty to warn 
against product hazards which are patent or open and 
obvious to any normally intelligent person. 
Nor should a product be considered defective which 
conformed with the industry’s “stateof the art” at the 
time of its design or manufacture. 
The public, our legislatures and especially our courts 
must realize, says the paper, that the ultimate cost of 
expanding liability is borne by the public. Further, not 
only will “continued judicial excess” lead to increased 
products cost, but if liability insurance becomes 
unavailable to certain manufacturers, it will lead to the 
closing of businesses and a resulting loss of jobs.

(AP) — A woman has a right 
to say “no” to a man’s sexual 
advances regardless of her pre­ 
vious sexual conduct, the sole 
female member of a House 
committee told her male col­ 
leagues Monday night. 
Rep. S. Sue Shear, D-Clayton, 
said from her seat on the 
House Civil and Criminal Jus­ 
tice Committee that she was 
speaking "not as a lawyer, but 
as a woman.” Her remarks 
came during a hearing on a bill 
that would make evidence of a 
rape victim ’s prior sexual ex­ 
periences inadmissable in court 
except for special exceptions to 
be determined by a judge. 
Rep. John Buechner, R-Kirk- 
wood, and Rep. Steve Vossme- 
yer, D-St. Louis, co-sponsors of 
the bill, urged passage of the 
bill to "balance the rigits of 
the victim and the defendant” 
in rape trials. 
“Rape laws weren’t designed 
to protect the virgins and faith­ 
ful 
wives,” 
Buechner 
said, 
"even the unchaste are entitled 


to protection from unwanted in­ 
vasion.” 
Last year, a similar bill was 
passed in the House, but failed 
to make the floor of the Senate 
before the session adjourned. 
A representative from Gov. 
Joseph Teasdale’s office, Bren­ 
dan Ryan, said the governor 
supports the bill. Ryan noted 
that while he served as St. 
Louis circuit attorney his office 
refused to prosecute at least 
half of the rape cases it re­ 
viewed. And more than half of 
those that went to trial, he 
added, were lost or dismissed 
because of “the victim’s fear 
that something in her past 
would be brought out.” 
“That means, ladies and gen­ 
tlemen, that people guilty of 
rape were let off scot-free,” he 
added. 
Mrs. Marion Eisen, assistant 
circuit attorney in St. Louis, 
said the fact that the state 
needs such a law “reflects an 
ambivalence of society towards 
rape victim s.” She noted that 
“a lot of evidence of prior sexu­ 


al conduct is thrown in (during 
a trial) to distract the jury” 
from determining what actually 
happened between the victim 
and the defendant. 
“I ask you to give the victims 
a fair shake, and balance the 
evidence,” she said. 
In a written statement to the 
committee, 
Atty. 
Gen. John 
Ashcroft said the ordeal of re­ 
lating prior sexual conduct to 
the court is “almost as degrad­ 
ing as the sexual assault itself. 
Only evidence truly relevant to 
the crime should be allowed in 
open court.” 
Under provisions of the bill, 
testimony as to past sexual 
conduct of the victim would be 
heard by the judge in cham­ 
bers. The judge would decide if 
the testimony was relevant to 
"a material fact” in the case. 
Included in those exceptions 
outlined in the bill was the vic­ 
tim’s previous sexua'. encoun­ 
ters with the defendant when 
“reasonably contemporaneous 
with the date of the alleged 
crime.”

Served on the half-shell as a 
first course, they can make a 
supper menu with a thrifty 
main course suitable for the 
most finicky of guests. This 
way of serving avocados we 
add, as further persuasion, 
couldn’t be easier. 
Offering avocados on the 
half-shell means that you serve 
halves of the fruit in their skin 
with a savory dressing that 
contrasts well with the delicate 
flavor of the avocado itself. The 
dressing may be prepared well 
ahead, but the avocados are cut 
and seeded just before serving 
so their surface won’t darken. 
A spoonful 
of dressing 
is 
poured into each cavity and the 
avocados are offered on salad 
plates with teaspoons for scoop­ 
ing away the flesh from the 
skin. 


Sometimes an "extra” is 
added to each cavity before the 
dressing is poured in. In the 
case of a dressing with a to­ 
mato base this can be a few 
cooked shrimp or lumps of 
crabmeat. In the following rec­ 
ipe, much enjoyed at our house, 
we added orange sections be­ 
cause they are compatible with 
the citrus dressing. 
ORANGE AVOCADOS ON 
THE HALF-SHELL 
4 medium-size oranges 
V« cup olive oil 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
44 teaspoon salt 
Vfe teaspoon white pepper 
4 medium-size ripe avocados 
With a sharp knife cut rind 
away from oranges so no thick 
white membrane remains. Oyer 
a bowl, slice each orange into 
sections by cutting the pulp 
away from the dividing thin 
membranes; or if the thin 
membranes are very tender, as 
in some oranges, cut sections 
so each segment of pulp en­ 
closes a thin membrane in its 
center. Cut each section in half 


crosswise. Chill oranges, re­ 
serving the small amount of 
juice inevitably left after sec­ 
tioning. 
Whisk or shake together 2 ta­ 
blespoons of the reserved or­ 


ange juice, the olive oil, lemon 
juice, salt and pepper; chill. 
Just before serving cut avo­ 
cados in half lengthwise; twist 
apart; remove seeds and any 
brown inner skin that adheres.

I use 12 oz 
beer cans with the tops removed just below the rims and 
then spray with a whiff of one of the anti-stick sprays so 
the bread comes out of the can with no effort at all.

DEAR K.O. — Betty, my right hand helper, says her 
husband painted a stationary laundry tub with white 
epoxy paint and it was most successful. A paint dealer 
told me that this also comes in black. Directions for 
preparation must be followed very carefully. The sur­ 
face must be clean with no soapy film and a fine sand­ 
paper or liquid sandpaper used to break the gloss. After 
painting, the surface must dry and cure for 48 to 72 
hours. This is hard to work with, so my informant 
suggested that you might prefer using a good hard black 
enamel after preparing the surface as above. He says 
this can take the weather outdoors Just as well and will 
be far less expensive. 
Not too tong ago we had a silhilar question to yours 
about using handkerchiefs, but the other reader had 
many napkins. They can be sewed together in patchwork 
style to make bridge table covers, tablecloths, bed­ 
spreads and even pretty bathroom curtains. Printed 
ones sewn together in such a fashion, and with feather 
stitiching around them, would make a striking cotton 
evening skirt, too.

(AP) — A woman has a right 
to say "no" to a m an’s sexual 
advances regardless of her pre­ 
vious sexual conduct, the sole 
fem ale member of a House 
com m ittee told her m ale col­ 
leagues Monday night. 
Rep. S. Sue Shear, D-Clayton, 
said 
from her seat on 
the 
House Civil and Criminal Ju s­ 
tice Committee that she was 
speaking “ not as a lawyer, but 
as a woman.” Her rem arks 
cam e during a hearing on a bill 
that would make evidence of a 
rape victim ’s prior sexual ex­ 
periences inadmissable in court 
except for special exceptions to 
be determined by a judge. 
Rep. John Buechner, R-Kirk- 
wood, and Rep. Steve Vossme- 
yer, D-St. Louis, co-sponsors of 
the bill, urged passage of the 
bill to “ balance the rights of 
the victim and the defendant” 
in rape trials. 
“ Rape laws w eren’t designed 
to protect the virgins and faith­ 
ful 
wives,” 
Buechner 
said, 
“even the unchaste are entitled 


to protection from unwanted in­ 
vasion.” 
Last year, a sim ilar bill was 
passed in the House, but failed 
to m ake the floor of the Senate 
before the session adjourned. 
A representative from Gov. 
Joseph Teasdale’s office, Bren­ 
dan Ryan, said the governor 
supports the bill. Ryan noted 
that while he served as St. 
Louis circuit attorney his office 
refused to prosecute at least 
half of the rape cases it re­ 
viewed. And more than half of 
those that went to trial, he 
added, w ere lost or dismissed 
because of “ the victim’s fear 
that something in her past 
would be brought out.” 
"That m eans, ladies and gen­ 
tlemen, that people guilty of 
rape were let off scot-free,” he 
added. 
Mrs. Marion Eisen, assistant 
circuit attorney in St. Louis, 
said the fact that the state 
needs such a law “ reflects an 
am bivalence of society towards 
rape victim s.” She noted that 
“ a lot of evidence of prior sexu­ 


al conduct is thrown in (during 
a trial) to distract the jury” 
from determining what actually 
happened between the victim 
and the defendant. 
"I ask you to give the victims 
a fair shake, and balance the 
evidence,” she said. 
In a written statem ent to the 
committee, 
Atty. 
Gen. 
John 
Ashcroft said the ordeal of re­ 
lating prior sexual conduct to 
the court is “ almost as degrad­ 
ing as the sexual assault itself. 
Only evidence truly relevant to 
the crim e should be allowed in 
open court.” 
Under provisions of the bill, 
testimony as to past sexual 
conduct of the victim would be 
heard by the judge in cham ­ 
bers. The judge would decide if 
the testimony was relevant to 
“a m aterial fact” in the case. 
Included in those exceptions 
outlined in the bill was the vic­ 
tim ’s previous sexua' encoun­ 
ters with the defendant when 
“ reasonably contemporaneous 
with the date of the alleged 
crim e.”

Veterans Committee votes 3 to Hall 


NEW YORK (AP) - It is en­ 
tirely appropriate that in this 
winter of baseball's free agent 
discontent, 
the 
late 
Amos 
Rusie, a turn of the century 
pitcher, has been elected to the 
Hall of Fame. 
He was, after all, one of the 
game’s very first revolution­ 
aries. 
Rusie came along 75 years 


before his time. Now holdouts 
and contract hassles are fash­ 
ionable. Rusie, however, had 


them during baseball’s dark 
ages, when club owners ruled 
supreme. 
Named 
by 
the 
Veteran’s 
Committee along with shortstop 
Joe Sewell and Manager A1 Lo­ 
pez, Rusie will be inducted in 
the Coopers town shrine Aug. 8. 
Ernie Banks, named earlier 
this month by the Baseball 
Writers Association of America, 
also will be inducted that day. 
For 10 National League sea­ 
sons before 1900, Rusie com­ 


piled an 
impressive 243-160 
rebord. In eight seasons with 
the New York Giants he won 
230 games, including three 30- 
victory years. 
But those weren’t peaceful 
times for the Mg right-hander 
they called “The Hoosier Thun­ 
derbolt.” Twice, he had bitter 
contract battles with the Giants 
that were never really re­ 
solved. 
In 1896, after leading the 
league in strikeouts for six con­ 
secutive seasons, Rusie balked 


at contract terms. The Giants 


wouldn’t budge and the result 
was that the pitcher held out 
for the entire season. 
Cooler heads finally prevailed 
and Rusie returned for the 1897 
season, leading the league with 
a 29-8 mark. But when he 
slipped to 20-10 in 1898, man­ 
agement got tough again at 
contract time. 
In those days, there was no 
option clause escape hatch. 
Rusie, however, wouldn’t be 


bulldozed and again refused to 
sign. The result was a suspen­ 
sion that caused him to miss 
the 1899 and 1900 seasons. 
Finally, in 1901, with agree­ 
ment no closer, the Giants de­ 
cided to trade Rusie to Cincin­ 
nati.

good enough this time around 
Another great from the same era. Duke Snider of the Dodgers,
